SNOWPACK t 

Snowpack on all watersheds of the state which were 
surveyed was qreater than normal for January 1, 
Southwestern Utah, compared to averaqe, had the least 
snow with 114% while the Uinta Mountains came in at 
an impressive 174%. 


PREICXPITATION t 

Precipitation at mountain stations was well above 
averaqe over the entire State for the October through 
December period ranqinq from 121% in the southwest to 
163% over the Uinta Mountains. 


RESERVOIRS S 

Storaqe in 26 of the major reservoirs in Utah as of 
the end of December was at 134% of averaqe for that 
date. Carryover was very good again this year in 
most reservoirs in the state. 


STREAMFLOW t 

Water supply forecasts throughout the state are near 
to much above averaqe ranging from 90% for South 
Willow Creek near Grantsville to more than three 
times average on the Sevier.
